‘Forcing Back Wings of Aled 
Armes on Frontier 


LONDON FEARS ARS GERMAN 
STRATESY HAS TRIUMPHED 


Almost Incredible Slaughter During 
Last. Few Days, Almost a Fourth of 


Belgian Army Being Wiped Out—. 


_ Persistent Charges and Wilting Fire 
of Invaders Cause Havoc—Allies 
Believed to Be Firmly Entrenched 


In Centre—London Deplores Further | 


Offensive Operationg on Part of 
Allies Until Flanking Movement is 
Made Safe 


In the terrific battle that is being 


waged to decide the fate of France, 
the Germans: appear to be forcing 
back the wings of the allied armies. 

This depressing news, following a 
day of stubborn and effective checking 
of the advance of the invaders, has 
intensified in London the fear that 
German strategy has triumphed once 
more and that the first line of defense 
upon French territory is in acute 
danger. 


In the centre of the long line ot | 


battle, the allies are obstinately hold-

ing their positions, but on both the , fea showing the English sailors embarx- 


extreme right and left, with the ex- 
ception of a stretch of country be- 
tween Nancy and the Vosges, the de- 
fenders are being slowly forced: back. 

The baptism of fire which the al- 
lies underwent in the first great bat- 
tle of the war apparently has done 
much to. steady the French troops 
while under fire. Nowhere have there 
been such disastrous retreats as were 
seen on Saturday and Sunday. 

Thousands Are Slain 

But the drive of the German machine 
Slowly, with 
frightful losses to both sides, the line 
at the left was pushed back by the 
persistent charges and the wilting 
artillery fire of the invaders: 

Such details as have come of the 
figNting of the last few days indicate 
almost an incredible slaughter. Bel- 
gian casualties are now said to num- 
ber 16,000 dead and 55,000 wounded. 
This means that one- -fourth of the 
Belgian army is wiped out. 

British losses are believed to’. be 
much in excess of the 2000 first re- 
ported; for the troops of Sir John 
Wrench bore the brunt of the fighting 
and did. not retire until the French 
had withdrawn from both sides of 
their position. 

French losses are not given, nor 
can any figures of the German losses 
be obtained. It is stated in the dis- 
patches, however, that the German 
troops have probably suffered much 
more heavily than those of the allies, 
and stories of streets choked with 
German corpses are coming from vari- 
ous sources. 

New Battle Near Rheims 

No details are given in the French 
Official dispatches about the present 
positions held by the allied forces on 
the left. Presumably they have not 
yet been forced back of the Mau- 
betige line on the boundary, but it is 
évident that the situation there {s 
serious and that the next decisive bat- 
tle is likely to take place near 
Rheimg and the other forts that econ- 
stitute the inner ring of the French 
defenses. 

On the right the German attack 
levelled. at Nancy, which at. first 
seemed irresistible, has been so well 
held that the French have taken the 
Offensive between Nancy and the 
Vosges. ; 

London sentiment, however, de- 
ploregs further offensive operations on 
the part pf the allies until the flank- 
ing movement can be handied: with 
more security. The unhappy ad- 
vance into Alsace and Lorraitie is still 
too fresh in memory to make another 
offensive movement’ at this time seem 
anything short of foolishness. 

At St. Die, in the Vosges region, 
the French lines have been driven 
back, a petreat that may spell dis- 
aster. to the advance that the French 
have made near Nancy. 

Only meagre bulleting have been is- 
sued upon the position in the centre 
where the British and French were 
most successful in the first battle. 
Here, as before, the resistance ap- 
pears to have been more effective than 
on the wings and, in the absénce of 
detailed accounts, it is presumed that 
the allies are still firmly entrenched 
about Givet and that they will be able 
to maintain their positions if they aré 
hot flanked. 


NO ULTERIOR MOTIVE 


Premier of nie hie Asserts He Desires 
to Maintain Peace 
, The New York In@ependent will 
blish in its forthcoming issue a 
blé message to the American people 
from Count Okuma, premier of Ja- 
pan, which says in part: 
“It is my desire to convince your 


people of the sincerity of my govern- 


ment and Of my people in all their 
‘utterances and assurances connected 
with the present regrettable situa- 
tien’ ini Durope ard the Far Past. 


ing prior to their departure for the’ battle- 
ground in the North sea, where a great 
naval conflict between the British and 
German fleets wil] shortly take place. 


“This Far Eastern situation is not 
of our seeking. 

“It was ever my desire to maintain 
peace, as will be amply proved; as 
president of the Peate Society of Ja- 
pan I have consistently so endeay- 
ored. 

“Il have read with admiration the 
lofty message of President Wilson to 
his people on the subject of neutrali- 
ty. We of Japan are appreciative of 
the spirit and motives that prompted 
the head of your great nation, and 
we feel confident that his message 
will meet with a national response. 

“As premier of Japan, I have stat- 
ed, and I now again state to the com 
pie of America and of the world;’ 
Japan has no ulterior motive; no ie 
sire to secure more. ‘territofy,' ho 
thought of depriving China ‘or’ any 
other peoples of anything whieh they 
now possess.” 


IN HANDS OF ALLIES 


German Colonial Possession of Togo- 
land Surrenders 

It is announced officially that Ger- 
man Togoland hag surrendered uncon- 
ditionally. The allies will enter 
Kamina at once. 

The German colonial possession .of 
Togoland is on the western coast of 
Africa, between French Dahomey on 
the east and the Gold Coast, a Brit- 
ish colony and: protectorate, on the 
west. Itg area is estimated at 33,- 
000 square miles. The population in 
1913 was estimated at 900,000, of 
which 168 were whites. 

The colony was administered by i 
imperial governor, who is given by 
current books of reference as Adolph- 
us Frederick, Duke of Mecklenburg. 


ATTACK IS REPULSED 


German Defenders Victorious In First 
Clash With Japanese 

Failure of the Japanese attack on 
Tsingtao, the fortified port of Kiau- 
chau, is announced in an official dis- 
patch received from the German le- 
gation at Pekin by Count Von Berns- 
dorff, the German ambassador to the 
United States. The dispatch follows: 

“The attack of the Japanese on 
Kiauchau has failed and in conse- 
quence they must start regular siege 
operations.” 

The count said the message indi- 
cated that the Japanese had attempt- 
ed to take Tsingtao by a bombard- 
ment or by storm. He said the Ger- 
man defenders of the stronghold 
would fight to the death. 


NO WASTING OF WORDS . 


Formal Break Between Japan and 
Germany Was Very Simple 

The rupture of relations between 
Japan and Germany was effected in 
@ simple manner. A representative 
of the German ministry of foreign at- 
fairs proceeded to the Japanese em- 
bassy at Berlin and handed the Jap- 
anese chargé d'affaires Mis passports, 
with the verbal remark that Germany’ 
bad no response to make to Japan’s 
m- concerning the’ surrender 

of Kiauchau. 


FRENCH CABINET. QUITS 


Another Immediately Formed With 
Viviant as Premier 
The French’ ministry, headed by 
Premier Viviani, resigned and another 
cabinet was immediately formed. 
Vivian! notified President Poincare 
that the nmiembers of the cabinet had 
decided to resign’ collectively, 
gaid he and his colléagués had

A GENERAL SURVEY OF THE 


WAR IN EUROPE 


No war chasindents will be al- 
lowed in the field. Great Britain has 
asked Belatium to the corre- 
spondents now in the zone of opera- 
tions, It thetefore is probable that 
the story of the first great battle will 
be told only throhgh official reports. 

German ons absolutely pro- 
hibit correspondents with the army. 
Only official artists and: historians 
may go with German troops, ‘and they 
will, not be perniitted to write er: make 

ablic their sketches until the conclu- 
gién of a campaign, or at the discre- 
tion of the authorities. 

The Russian regulations governing 
war correspondents have been very 
drastic, Russia profiting by her ex- 
periences in’ the Russo-Japanese war. 

Because of Italy’s repeated decla- 
rations of neutrality Austria threat- 
ens invasion by .openly mobilizing 
troops on the border, a maneuver 
which so alarms Italy that all state 
money and archives are being moved 
to the interior, 

Berlin ig reported in the hands of 
boys and old men; “not an able- 
bodied man is to be seen in the city.” 

“Absolute neutrality of the United 
States is again indicated in the official 
notice of the staté department to’ con- 
sular and diplomatic representatives 
in Europe to “exercise the extra duties 
with candid impartiality.” A-procla- 
mation setting forth the neutrality of 
the United States in the conflict be- 
tween Germany and malemyra om was 
issued, 

The English papers are ‘cabning the 
people that the war is only beginning 
and that they must be prepared for a 
long struggle, which ‘will tax the re- 
sources and manhood of the nation 
tothe utmost limit: ‘While appreéciat- 
fhg all that the ‘colonies have done, 


they expect colonies with the. popula- 


tion of Canada and Australia to con- 
tribute much more in men and money 
to the empire than they have yet 
done. 

The Paris Figaro publishes a letter 
from Alfred Capus in which the 
academician urges the French people 
not to be influenced by episodes; he 
would forget “atrocities” and urges 
his countrymen not to rejoice over the 
misfortunes of the “barbarous.” Dr. 
Carrel of New York, who found it 
difficult to escape from Paris, has 
joined the staff of a French hospital 
and is assisting in the care of the 
wounded. 

Holland continues to. maintain strict 
neutrality and will not aid Germany 


‘by supplying any wheat to that bel- 


ligerent nation. 

A former member of the reichstag 
says that the: action of Germany in 
the conflict ig. “the will of the peo- 
ple;” that they believe that they are 
superior to all.other races, and there- 
fore should domiate the universe. 

The German army has won the first 
great battle of the great war, All 
along the 100-mile front of battle 
the allies have been driven back, not 
slowly and stubbornly; but so swiftly 
that the defeat seems-so catastrophic 
that it might be termed a rout. 

From Namur and Neufchateau and 
from the region about Charleroi in 
Belgium; from Diedenhofen' in’ Ger- 
man- Lorraine; from; Longwy and 
Luneville in. France—every. dispatch 
received in London indicates a crush. 
ing defeat for the alfiés. 

Servia has been cleared of Austrian 
invaders, according to an official dis- 
patéh received in London from Nish, 
Servia. 

The message said that Servian 
troops occupied Shabats at 4 p. m., 
Aug. 24, driving the’ Austrians back 
to the river Save.

THE FIGHTING I$ CONSTANT

Kaiser’s Troops inflicting as Much 
Damage as Possible as They Re- 
treat—Russian Staff. Announces 
Fresh and Important Victories 
Against Germany and Austria 


According to @ dispatch from St. 
Petersburg German troops retreating 
in the direction of Osterode, Russia, 
left behind them about 100 pieces or 
artillery.“ 

The Russian daubassy in Tondie is 


‘in receipt of telegrams from the gen- 


eral staff at St. Petersburg which an- 
ae fresh Russian victories against 


Germatiy. and Austria... The 
melinaet declare troops now 
oceupy thé whole of the astern and 


southern half of pe Fra Priasia. 

Russian armies having their bases 
at Gumbinnen in the north and Biala 
in the south are co-operating in an 
effort to drive the Germans from the 
lake regions of eastern Prussia. 

The attacking front spreads over 
sixty miles of country and is passing 
through very difficult country, filled 
with forests, marshes and lakes. 
These are commanded by German re- 
doubts heavily manned with light ar- 
tillery and“ rapid-fire guns and the 
fighting is constant. 

The Germans are reported to be in- 
flicting a& much damage as possible 
and then .retiring, blowing up their 
positions before abandoning them. 


. They are falling back, on their main 


lines. of fortifications, which have al- 
ready. been located -by the Russian 
army air scouts. 

Because of the difficulty of the posi- 
tions and the strength of the parallel 
lines of forts forming the first real 
line of the German defenhsé, it is be- 
Heved there will be no frontal. attack 
in force, but that an attempt will be 
made to envelope the German’ posi- 
tion and overwhelm it by a flank at- 
tack, : 

The Russian general staff ahnounces 
that the Aystrians who gathered in 
force along the river Sereth near Tar- 
nopol have been attacked by Cossacks 
and completely routed. In this at- 
tack the Russians took five guns and 
much general equipment and 300. 
prisoners. They also shot an Aus- 
trian aeroplane to pieces, bringing it 
down a wrécked mass. T wd’ officers 
in it were crushed td death and the 
aviator, a sergeant, was injured and 
taken prisoner. ; 

The German army of Hast Prussia 
is declared to be demoralized. Part 
of it has taken refuge in the Koenigs- 
burg fortress and many of the sol- 
diers in their flight are reported to 
have abandoned their knapsacks and 
rifles. This force is said to be a part 
of the Twentieth Prussian army corps. 

The Russian Advance 

The Russian advance is moving on- 
ward toward Berlin faster than the 
most hopeful prophets had forecast- 
ed. Striking confirmation of the St. 
Petersburg dispatches is found in 
Berlin newspapers, according to a 
special message received in London 
from Copenhagen, which states that 
one paper in the German capital ad- 
mits that the province of Hast Prus- 
sia is now practically abandoned by 
the inhabitants. 

No longer is it possible for the Ger- 
mans to minimize the Russian peril. 
The security afforded the defenders 
by the Vistula river hag been shat- 
tered by the threat of a Russian army 
sweping out of Poland against 
Posen, one of the largest of the cities 
of eastern Germany. 

It is rumored that already the Rus- 
Sians in Hast: Prussia have seized the 
city of Mé@rienburg, only twenty- 
seven miles from Danzig. If Matien- 
burg has fallen, Konigsberg is no 
longer or much Value to the Germans, 
and it is probably already invested by 
the soldiers of the czar. Marienburg, 
too, is in West Prussia, more than 
100 miles’ west of any town yet re- 
ported occupied by the Russians. 

If Marienburg has im reality fallen 
and if Posen is.in danger, the Rus- 
sians are moving at a tremendous 
Yate. Berlin hag ceased to announce 
great victories over the advancing 
horde and is content with the state- 
ment that the situation in East Prus- 
sia is not alarming, a vague general- 
igation evidently intended ‘tor | home 
consumption. 


Everything points to the probability. 


of the crushing effectiveness of this 
Russian march of conquest. The Ger- 
man troops that advanced into’ a 
sian Poland are falling back in 

north and an apparently nade eva 
tive utterance from Berlin says that 
the Germans are prepared to abandon 
the three great provinces of Hast and 
West Prussia and Pomerania.

There is a difference of opinion abou 
the plan proposed in the Townsman 
last week for a Road Building y in 
which the citizens would all contribute 
a day’s work for highway repairs. The 
result of this difference of opinion may 
be that nothing can come of the sug- 
gestion, but if the average man, who 
owns any considerable property, can get 


‘along without contributing at least one 


day a year to road improvement in front 
of his home, he is much luckier than the 
writer. eM 

If the public cannot cooperate with 
this sort of an effort, we are sure that 
there is one suggested cooperation in 
which they all can have a part, and we 
refer to the need of obedience to the 
signs which are placed upon the bar- 
riers where new highway work is going 
on. Ona ten days’ labor charge against 
a piece of new road, in the construction 
of which the rolling is such an important 
factor, it is estimated that an additional 
cost of $25.00 results from the impudent’ 
ahd wilful violation of the directions 
made by the Superintendent of High- 
ways, which forbid passing teams to #0 
over the newly constructed work. It 
is realized that people who live on the 
side of the road must get to their homes, 
and they are, of course, exempt from 
this criticism, but when heavy teams 
deliberately tear down barricades, catry 
away lanterns that mark the dangerous 
part by night, and drive across the new- 
surfaced street without care or thought, 
there is evidenced a disregard of rules 
and directions, and rights of the public 
vested in the town’s officials, which 
ought to be severely punished. 

To the query as to what can be done 
with such people, the writer would sug- 
gest that the ten-dollar-and-costs fine 
might have a very salutary effect, and 
with the authority vested in the Super- 
intendent to bar the highway for neces- 
sary repairs, we believe public opinion 
would be almost unanimously behind’ 
the controlling of this situation by what- 
ever method might be available. —

Germany Has Helped France 


Germany has proved a fine ,school- 
master, She has taught France how to 
protect herself. 

In their last war the Germans had 
within three weeks shut up in Metz one 
of the two great armies of France and 
there it remained, seemingly helpless. 
In less than another ‘three weeks the 
other big French army surrendered at 
Sedan. , 

Germany has a far greater force em- 
ployed now than it used forty-four years 
ago, but after three weeks not even one 
battle of great magnitude has been 
fought. The French have been learning 
the art of war, just as Napoleon, after 
ten or fifteen years, had succeeded in 
eaching the other nations ‘of Europe 
how to fight him. 

When Von Roon and Von Moltke 
came against Bazaine and MacMahon 
it was like ‘a trained pugilist fighting 
with an amateur, so superior were the 
lGerman methods. Now the different 
armies seem to be equally well trained, 
argely because the Kaiser has for years 
set the example of how to do it, 

That’s why I have.said and now re- 
peat that the implements for waging 
war being fairly equal, the victory will 
go to the side that develops the best 
general.

The world 
was beginning to see that the young 
men who had been taught in the-military 
school the laws of obedience and com- 
mand had a better groundwork for a 
successful business career than was 
afforded by our commercial hit or miss 
development of mercantile youth.
